Money necessary to defray the ex­ 
pense of a preliminary geological sur­ 
vey of this section with a view 
to 
drilling for oil, already 
has 
been 
raised and the work will be under­ 
taken at an early date, Lewis Hard- 
age announced just prior to his de­ 
parture for the Louisiana fields. 
He 
predicted that drilling would be start­ 
ed in this community in less than one 
year. 
Mr. Hardage, several weeks 
ago, 
submitted through The Daily a prop­ 
osition from a western oil magnate to 
develop the ¿upply here on two con­ 
ditions; first—that the local people 
employ a geologist to make the sur­ 
vey and, if favorable, the report is 
confirmed by the magnate’s own geo- 
legists; second—that the local people 
furnish the magnate with leases en 
several thousand acres. 
It is almost 
oerUin that the geological reports 
will be wll t i s desired. Yearn ago 
geologists surveyed North Alabama 
and were united in declaring that oil 
exists in several of the Tennessee river 
valley counties. 
At one time a well was placed in 
Morgan county, but after oil was 
found it was plugged up and no de­ 
velopment has been undertaken since.

development of Alabama as one 
of the great oil fields of the 
world, according to geologists.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Lifting 
of the war-time prohibition ban will 
rest with Attorney General Palmer, 
it was stated at the White House to­ 
day. The president will lift the ban 
when he is advised by the 
attorney 
general that he has power to do so, 
unless congress should act first and 
repeal the law. 
No proclamation of peace will be 
made until the peace treaty, ratified 
by the senate, has been deposited with 
the secretary of the peace commission 
in Paris, it was stated. White House 
officials were odsy undecided whether 
MM^r Would lay the war time prohibi­ 
tion enforcement act before the pres­ 
ident during his illness. The bill will 
become effective Oct. 28 without the 
president’s signature. *

TROOPS ARE LANDED
